Row Bridge will be seeking 
funding to replace the But- 
ters Row Bridge at the same 
‘time<as the bridge replace- 
ment. that will be taking 
place at Route 38 over the 
‘trdeks- 
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“The slated time target is 
2021, so I think that’s good 
news. Mike Woods and I had 
met with representatives of 
MassDOT and I think we’re 
moving in the right direction 
and it appears to us that we 
have MassDOT’s support to 
identify funding for the But- 
ters Row Bridge replace- 
ment,” said Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull. 

Selectman Gregory Bendel 
then asked if we would still 
be seeing improvements that 
were previously scheduled in 
the meantime like those that 
were supposed to occur this 
summer, to which Hull re- 
sponded, “I will need to fol- 
low up on that. It’s correct 
that they were supposed to 
do bridge improvements 
over the summer, and it’s my 
understanding some of them 
were done. I’m not sure that 
they were completed, so I 
will follow up on that.”

WILMINGTON — Mass DEP 
press secretary Ed Coletta con- 
firmed that the Langone Devel- 
opment Group, Inc. was tearing 
down the house at 13 Muse Ave. 
without a permit. A resident called 
the Town Crier reporting the lack 
of permissions in place for the 
demolition, which had already 
started. Wilmington Building In- 
spector Al Spaulding told the Town 
Crier that the situation was not in 
his jurisdiction and pointed the 
Crier directly to the DEP. 

Coletta shared the details of how 
the DEP found out about the dem- 
olition and dealt with the issue in 
the appropriate ways. 

“We got a resident phone call 
complaint on Aug. 30 regarding 
the demolition,” he said. “We were 
out with an inspector by 11 a.m. 
that same day.” 

The correct thing that the demo- 
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lition team should have done upon 
finding asbestos in the building, he 
continued, was conducting a sur- 
vey to determine where the as- 
bestos was, and then come up with 
a plan to remove it — neither of 
which had been completed. 

It was then the DEP’s job to take 
a survey for lab analysis, which 
came back positive for asbestos. 

“We required that they shut down 
demolition while we were there 
and cover the surfaces,” Coletta 
explained. “They also had to put up 
asbestos warning signs as well.” 

Upon careful inspection, they 
also found that an oil tank that 
was inside the house had been 
removed, which they reported to 
the fire department to make sure 
that appropriate permits would be 
filed there, too.

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for second Solar Choice project —_- 


READING — Reading Mu- 
nicipal Light Department 
(RMLD) is now accepting 
sign-ups for its second Solar 
Choice Project, which is cur- 
rently under construction on 
an industrial building roof- 
top on Fordham Road in 
Wilmington. The project is 
expected to power on by Feb. 
1, 2018. 

Solar Choice, RMLD's Com- 
munity Shared Solar (CSS) 
program, allows customers 
who want to support locally 
produced clean energy but 
aren’t able or don’t wish to 
install solar panels on their 
own home the opportunity to 
share in the benefits of a large 
solar system installed within 
RMLD’s service territory. 


RMLD customers who sign 
up for Solar Choice pay a 
monthly fee (about $5) to 
cover the difference between 
the cost of the energy pro- 
duced by the Solar Choice 
project and RMLD’s project- 
ed average fuel cost. Star- 
ting by the second year, par- 
ticipating customers are an- 
ticipated to receive credits 
on their bill of approximate- 
ly $2 to $4 per month. The 
credits that participating 
customers are anticipated to 
receive will be funded by the 
money RMLD expects to 
save from reducing trans- 
mission and capacity costs 
associated with the pur- 
chase of electricity from the 
wholesale market. 


Transmission and capacity 
costs are determined by 
RMLD’s total system load 
during critical peak times 
when the electrical grid is 
most stressed. Solar Choice 
generates electricity within 
RMLD’s service area, there- 
by reducing these costs. 
These anticipated savings 
will be divided among par- 
ticipating customers, with 
net credits estimated to be 
as much as $300 over a 10- 
year period. Both residential 
and commercial customers 
are welcome to sign-up. 

RMLD launched its Solar 
Choice Program earlier this 
year, and the first Solar 
Choice project was complet- 
ed and activated this past 


spring. The first project was 


very successful, resulting in 
customers being placed on:a 
waiting list for future ‘Solar 
Choice projects such:as: this 
one.

‘Garden of Eden

~~ Down in the south part of 
Wilmington is a glen of un- 
imaginable quiet, hardly dis- 

* turbéd today by the tread of 

human feet. For many years, 

‘ it has been known as the 
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No one knows when the 
place got its sylvanic name, 
but it has always been an ap- 
propriate one, for here may 
be found many plants in pro- 
lifie profusion, plants which 
are not to be found in practi- 
cally any other part of Mid- 
dlesex County. 

Here, for instance, are some 
very fine black birch, the 
only such trees in Wilming- 
ton, to the knowledge of the 
writer. Known to the earlier 
residents of New England as 
the “aromatic birch,” they 
enjoyed chewing the bark 
and the leaves. 

The Garden of Eden was 
perhaps the first place a 
home was built in Wilming- 
ton, for it was here, in 1665 or 
eavlier that a lonely Scots- 
man named William Butter 
built-his home. 

Butter really didn’t settle in 
thé’ Garden of Eden. He lived 
in2“the boggy part of Woo- 
burné” “across the river” 
(Maple Meadow Brook), but 
the only road to his home 
went ‘right through the Gar- 
den of Eden. Today it’s known

as Mill Road, the oldest road 
in town. 

Will Butter, as we have said, 
was a Scotsman, a Cove- 
nanter who fought against 
Cromwell in the English Civil 
Wars. He was captured and 
transported to the New 
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World, where he was sold as 


an indentured servant to the 
Puritans, to an unidentified 
Puritan farmer in Woburn. 

He achieved his freedom, 
as did all indentured service, 
after nine years of service. 

He settled as far away as he 
could from the other white 
people in the area. Thus he 
was perhaps the first white 
man to live in what is now 
Wilmington. 

It was his grandchildren who 
spread out all over the area 
and gave the name Butters 
Row to one of our streets, 
adopting for themselves at the 
same time the plural form of 
the name, by which they are 
still called. 

Will’s only son, William I 
built a home which stands 
today, close to the Apple 
Monument. It was built about 
1682 or 1683. He was the first 
white child born in what was 
to become Wilmington. He 
was also a member of the 
first Board of Selectmen 
when Wilmington was estab- 
lished in 1730. 

His grave lies in the old 
cemetery, adjacent to the 


light (no pun intended) the 
community’s support and

His father had been a sort 
of unfriendly man who would 
not join the church and con- 
sequently was not given the 
right to vote. The son was of 
a different temperment, for 
he was one of the busiest 
businessmen of early Wil- 
mington. He cut timbers for 
ships being built in the Mys- 
tic River shipyards, just 
below Medford Square, and 
at times had 20 or 30 men in 
his employ. 

In addition to serving as a 
selectman, Butter served in 
many other capacities. He 
was one of the men chosen to 
make a settlement with the 
minister of the Woburn 
church, the towns being di- 
rectly responsible for the min- 
ister’s salaries. The Woburn 
minister was acknowledged to 
have suffered a financial loss 


when Wilmington was incor- 


porated. 

His wife was Rebecca Jones, 
of a Woburn family. 10 chil- 
dren survived the family, 
most of whom made good

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records for themselves in the 
new town. 

It was William Butter II, 
according to the Butters fam- 
ily tradition, who found the 
“Butter” apple up on Wood 
Hill and transplanted it to a 
site near his home on Chest- 
nut Street. 

The “Butter” apple is better 
known today as the Baldwin 
apple. A monument stands 
beside the home of William 
Butter II, telling of the “dis- 
covery” of the apple while 
lines were being run for the 
projected Middlesex Canal, 
some 50 years after the death 
of William Butter II. 

The naming of the Baldwin 
apple is a controversy which 
still receives discussion in 
various papers, mostly by 
writers who know nothing 
more about the subject than 
did the writer from whom 
they have copied. 

The apple, of course, was 
named after Col. Laommi 
Baldwin of North Woburn. A 
statue of a Revolutionary 
War colonel stands in Wo- 
burn. It is not a statue of the 
colonel, for there is no known 
likeness of him in existence. 

But this is not a story of 
the Baldwin Apple — it is a 


story of the Garden of Eden, ° 


where the apple originated. 

The majority of the chil- 
dren of William Butter II, 
(by now the name was spel- 
led Butters) grew to promi- 
nence. One daughter, Lydia, 
married the grandson of the 
Rev. Thomas Carter, the 
first minister of Woburn, 


«while: another, “Mary, .mar- 


ried a great-grandson of 
Capt. Edward Johnson, the 
first town clerk of Woburn 
and a noted and doughty 
military man and historian. 

But it was Samuel Butters 
who was the most prominent 
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A map drawn in 1895 shows 
landmarks of the area known 
as the Garden of Eden. The 
top of the map shows Bur- 
lington Avenue and Wilming- 
ton Square. Mill Road is la- 
beled Old Road over Wood 
Hill. The house labeled Car- 
ter is on the location of the 
house of Will Butter, the first 
settler in what became Wil-

of the third generation. In 
1712, he built a home on 
Chestnut Street. This was 
just six years after the Harn- 
den massacre in North Wil- 
mington. He built his home 
as a garrison house, with the 
second story projecting out 
over the first. 

There was never any need 
of its being used as a garri- 
son, but it remained in its 
original style for its first 
hundred years. 

A joking reference to this 
house, at about the time of 
the War of 1812, called it “At 
the sign of the horse collar.” 
The reference came from 
the family habit of hanging 
horse harness under the pro- 
jection of the second story. 

Samuel’s wife was Sarah 
Jones Jaquith, of the Ja- 
quith family that, settled at 
about the same time as the 
Butter family. 

Samuel, like his father, was 
engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness and he owned a saw- 
mill, which he had bought 
from James Baldwin. Just 


where this sawmill was lo- 
cated is not known, but the 
Baldwin family owned land 
adjoining the Butters land in 
the “boggy end.” 

Samuel also owned large 
parcels of land in Lebanon 
(the land between the Con- 
gregational Church and Sa- 
lem Street today), and in 
Ladder Pole Swamp, along- 
side Maple Meadow Brook 
above Federal Street. 

Samuel never held town 
office, but his son and name- 
sake was a constable, and 
several of his sons marched 
with the Minutemen and mili- 
tia to the Battle of Concord 
and Lexington in 1775. 

(Ed. notes: The Garden of 
Eden area has been exten- 
sively developed since this 
article was written in 1957. 
Mill Road was paved in 1979. 
The. town purchased the Wil- 
liam Butters II farmhouse 
about 10 years ago. Some ren- 
ovations were undertaken, 
and the house has been sold, 
with protective covenants, to 
a new owner.)

ayaks have sur- 
passed canoes 
as the go-to rec- 
reational water- 
craft of late. They are 
portable and lighter and 
can be used individually 
with ease. In fact, some 
reports indicate kayaks 
outsell canoes at a 10 to 1 
rate. 

The accessibility for kay- 
aks has also increased, 
with outfitters available 
near many local bodies of 
water. On a recent week- 
end, our family set out to 
paddle in Newburyport 
near Plum Island. Since we 
needed some additional 
boats, we went to Plum 
Island Kayak to rent. 

This outfitter put our 
boats as well as the 
rentals, personal flotation 
devices and paddles on 
their trailer and took us to 
the launch which was right 
in downtown Newburyport. 
Harbor tours such as 
Yankee Clipper leave from 
downtown in case mem- 
bers of your group do not 
wish to paddle, as an aside. 


One of the most impor- 
tant considerations for 
paddling in Newburyport, 


or any ocean location or 
inlet, is the timing of the 
tides. The nearby Parker 
River off of Plum Island 
reserve is a scenic “inland” 


paddle, but if you don’t hit 
the tide correctly you’ll be 
stranded in mud. 

The Merrimack River 
dumps into the Atlantic 
through Newburyport har- 
bor, and while also an 
option, can be quite treach- 
erous at times, especially 
in some upper sections 
near Maudslay State Park. 
For our family, we chose to 
paddle across the harbor 
from downtown to Plum 
Island Point Beach, a 2-3 
mile leisurely paddle, 
allowing for a picnic stop 
and beachcombing. Bot- 
tom line — check the tides 
before you go. 

Paddling in Newburyport 
harbor gave us an up-close 
look at wildlife which was 
a real treat. Our morning 
paddle, timed as the tide 
was going out, gave us a 
lower water level and we 
were able to observe large 
horseshoe crabs scurrying 
across the sandy bottom. 
Cormorants, terns, gulls, 
and other shore birds col- 
lected in the tall grasses of 
Woodbridge Island to scout 
for insects while others 
were spying fish from the 
air. 

Closer to the channel 
where the Merrimack 
dumps into the sea, harbor 
seals bobbed up and down 
amongst the boats and 
elicited squeals of joy from 
passersby. Very exciting! 
We beached at Plum Island 
Lighthouse and checked 


out the sand, rocks and 
dock. Restrooms are near- 
by at the beach parking lot 
by the way. Fishing char- 
ters and whale watches 
leave from this point and 
homes dot the shoreline. 

Across the channel is 
Salisbury State Beach, the 
campground and _ recre- 
ation area. A few of us pad- 
dled across and back but 
this is to be attempted only 
when conditions are calm 
and the boat traffic is 
light. An active harbor- 
master acts as traffic con- 2 
trol to keep a safe distance _ 
between motor boats and 
paddle sports enthusiasts. 

A serene basin area is 
another place to paddle as 
part of the same excursion. 
We made it part way in but 
turned around as the water 
was emptying quickly as 
the tide rolled out. When 
we were ready to leave, we 
called the outfitter to come 
pick us up. The low tide 
prohibited a return across 
the harbor, as the exiting 
water would have made for 
a seriously challenging 
paddle. 

They picked us up and 
took us back to downtown. 
Our half day paddle was * 
quite satisfying and has us 
planning for the next out- 
ing. Newburyport in gener- 
al is a terrific destination, 
but enjoying it from the 
water was a new dimen- 
sion and one we’d highly 
recommend.

they are not needed. 

Reinstein passionately ex- 
plained to the audience that 
now based on this recog- 
nized need, stores are being 
saved. He shared excerpts 
from his book about commu- 
nities that joined together to 
form co-ops to keep stores 
open such as happened in 
South Acworth Center, New 
Hampshire. In other cases, 
especially in Vermont, they 
worked with the National 
Preservation Trust. 

He shared two details of his 
interview with actor and 
comedian Steve Carell (The 
Office). Reinstein says Ca- 
rell and his wife are two of 
the most interesting general 
store owners. Based on their 
childhood experiences, they 
saved and now own a general 
store in Marshfield. Details 
are in the Reinstein book. 

In other instances he 
shared, the attachment and 
loyalty have been so strong 
that the communities have 
been able to keep their gen- 
eral store alive. He told sto- 
ries of some that have lasted 
over 200 years. 

And then he explained the 
“unsinkables.” They have 
been challenged but persist 
like the store in Putney, Ver- 


mont built in 1890. It was 
destroyed twice by fire. One 
caused by faulty wiring and 
then by an arsonist. 

Reinstein said, “There isn't 
a general store in America 
more passionately loved 
than the one in Putney, Ver- 
mont.” 

He also explained that 
there is a new type of gener- 
al store where people have 
reinvented the experience. 
Examples included stores 
that have become gourmet 
cafes and chef dining experi- 
ences while keeping the es- 
sence of the original con- 
cept.

WILMINGTON - As debuts 
go, things could not have 
gone much better for Craig 
Turner and the Wilmington

Of course, Turner may 
have wished that his first 
game as head coach of the 
Wildcats had been a little 
easier, but he will certainly 
settle for what turned out to 
be an exciting 27-14 win over 
non-league rival Shawsheen 
Tech in the season opener 
for both teams. 

It was the first meeting 
between the two schools 
since 2009, and the two 
teams will square off again 
next season in the season 
opener at Shawsheen Tech. 

If Friday’s game was any 
indication, it appears this 
neighborhood rivalry has 
been renewed, as both teams 
battled back and forth for 
four quarters in a game that 
was not decided until late in 
the fourth quarter when sen- 
ior defensive back Graham 
Smith returned an intercep- 
tion 55 yards for a touch- 
down. 

Smith had a great game on 
both sides of the ball, throw- 
ing for 162 yards and a 
touchdown from his quarter- 
back position in addition to 
his game clinching pick. 

Turner, who had been the 
head coach at Mystic Valley 
for the past four seasons 
before taking over for for- 
mer Wildcats coach Mike 
Barry, has been through 
enough battles with 
Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile to know that his 
team would be in for a stiff 
test. 

"It wasn't easy, and we 
knew it wouldn't be. We 
knew coach Costabile would 
have his team prepared. He 
always does,” Turner said. 
“We know each other very 
well and he has been like a 
mentor for me and he 
always has his team ready to 
play.” 

As proud as he was to earn 
his first win as coach of the 
Wildcats, Turner down- 
played the significance of 
his personal achievement to 
focus on what his team had 
accomplished. 

“There has been a lot of 
talk about me, and this 
being my first game, but 
really I am just really proud 
of the kids for getting their 
first win,” Turner said. “We 
still have some work to do, 
and we will get back at it 
next week." 


In addition to Smith’s

After a failed extra point 
attempt, the Wildcats held a 
6-0 lead.
